Location  -  Up  Canyon  de  Maguey  from  Los  Angeles,  Mexico, 
ab^ut  three  hours  travel  by  horse  and  £o£i. 

Cave  is  on  the  left  hand  si'deyyin  tfie  limestone  '  '■•‘h  ;~- 
ane^-yo  wall.  About  half  mile  farther  d^wn  than

Artifacts  -  Found  ashes  of  fires,  but  no  artifacts. 

A  recent  fall  of  rock  had  covered  most  of  the  ledge. 


Comments  -  Cave  is  about  10  feet  wide  and  loo  feet  long, 
formed  by  a  rock  fall  which  has  made  a  ledge. 

Place  is  much  exposed  to  wind,  sun  and  rain.

Artifacts  -  Found  pottery,  bones  and  teeth  (apparently  human). 


Comments  -  Many  fires  have  burned  on  the  ledge  but  it  is 

too  exposed  for  a  permanent  dwelling  place.  Deposits 
of  ashes  run  between  one  and  two  feet,  but  no  sign 
of  stratification  was  seen. 

The  overhang  is  about  150  feet  long  and  there  has 
been  s  fall  that  has  made  a  ledge  about  20  feet  wide. 

The  canyon  wall  is  of  very  level  limestone  strata  . 
but  there  are  deep  deposits  of  .gravel-fin  some  places, 
which  have  been  water  cut  to  form  the  canyon  wall.
